WASHINGTON, August 4.—When the

Now that a plan has been adopted for 
he new high school building which is 
oon to grace our fair city, the import* 
nt question is asked, "Where will the 
ew building bo located?" 
The matter lias been frequently dis- 
usaed by the City Board of Education, 
nd at the last meeting of the board 
hey decided to advertise for lots for a 
.wilding site, the bids to be opened to- 
morrow evening. 


Some of the members of the board ad- 


vocate locating tho high school building 
n the present site of the Centra! 
chool, and moving the latter to one 
ornerof the block. This seems to be 
advocated urincipally from an economi- 
ai standpoint, as then no additional lots 
would have to be purchased. Other 
members of tho board, however, are of 
he opinion that the 
new building 


hould be given all the prominence due 
t, and that the entire block should be 
levoted to it. They advocate the pur- 
base of additional lots near by upon 
chich to move the Central building, 
'be point that tho entire board has 
greed upon, however, is that the high 
chool should be placed on the present 
ite of the Central building. 
The removal of the central building 
rill be quite a job in itself. If it should 
iot be removed a considerable amount 
f repairing will have to be done any- 
way. The roof is in bad order and will 
jrobably have to be resliihgled, the 
Mastering throughout is falling off in 
ectionu and will also have to be re- 
laced. One contractor has offered to 
love the building for $1,200, which is 
onsidered a very reasonable figure. 


By the time the contract for the con- 
truction of the high school is let, a 
ood part of tho $75,000 will already be 
poken for. The ward building, to- 
ether with the heating apparatus and 
ther incidentals, will bring the figure 
ip to about $10,000. 
It is highly 


probable that tbo construction of the 
ligh school building will require the 
nil amount of the appropriation of 
45.000, while it will take $8,000 to 
10,000 to put in a heating apparatus. 
Phis will leave from $10,000 to *12,000 
or incidentals. 


In order to ascertain the sentiment of 


iroperty owners and bueincsa men in 
he city, a ItKt'iini.icAN reporter inter- 
iowod a number of citizens yesterday. 
They were asked their opinion as to the
